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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on page 6, 
paragraph 1 "...The language relied upon by the Office Action regarding multi-threading, actually teaches the avoidance of multi- 
threading and because Wilson teaches 'it is most desirable to avoid the overhead costs of process-swapping. Therefore, Wilson teaches 
away from multi-threaded process-swapping." This has not been found persuasive. Wilson has taught in column 2, lines 30-34 and 
lines 66-67, and as known by those of ordinary skill in the art, that multi-threading is desirable to improve the performance of the system. 
The statement that "it is most desirable to avoid the overhead costs of process-swapping" states that avoiding overhead costs is 
desirable not that avoiding multi-threading is undesirable. This statement simply implies that minimizing overhead costs somehow is 
desirable, not that multi-threading should be avoided. If multi-threading is avoided, then the improved performance mentioned in the 
lines cited earlier in Wilson would not occur. 
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
